FRIED, WAGWZO, TO TALK 
ON WARC-92 AT MARCH 
MEETING 


Haye you ever wondered who is respou- 
sible for the ham bands we use today? Have 
you ever wondered where the requirement 
originated that amatcurs know the morse 
code to operate on frequencies below 30 
MHz? No, it is not the FCC. They have 
Jjurisdiction, to some extent, on which modes 
cat be used where on the bands, bust many 
of the FCC regulations we obcy daily are 
determined by treaty. This treaty is re- 
viewed periodically at a World Adminis- 
trative Radio Council (WARC) meeting, 


The most recent WARC meeting is occur 
ring now. You may have heard some re 
ports about WARC on the Westlink reports 
broadcast as pan of our 2meter net, The last 
major WARC occurred in 1979. That meet- 
ing was responsible for the loss of major 
frequeucy spectrum in the UHF region. It 
‘was also respousible for radio amateurs 
around the world recciving some new low 
frequency bands including the 30, 17 and 
12:meter bands. What will be the onteome 
of the current WARC? 


Fried Heyn, WAGWZO, the ARRL South 
n Director will he our guest speaker 
atthe March meeting and will bring us upto 
date on what's happening at WARC 1992 
as it relates to Amateur Radio, Fried is a 
former member and past president of the 
OCARC. He and his wife Sandi first came 
to aclub meeting in the early 1970s with a 
real enthusiasm for amateur radio, They 
both soon received their licenses and be- 
came very active in the hobby, For many 
years Fried was SCM of the Orange Sec 
tion, and Sandi acted as his assistant. When 
the position of Southwestern Division Di- 
rector became available, Fried moved natu- 
rally to fill it 


While Fried will mainly be discussing 
WARC, I'm sure he will be willing to field 
any general ARRL questions after his talk.

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The Investment Aspects of Amateur Radio 
by Alan Churchill, AA7CV 


Many of us who tove ham radio have expe- 
rienced difficulty explaining our “invest- 
‘mient strategies” to our non ham friends and 
family. For those of you who need some 
help with this complex and multifaceted 
topic, here are a few tips I have picked up 
from other hams over the years, 


Ham radio equipment, mectings, labor and 
parts can be brokew into several definitions 
50 as to make the analysis easicr. Since 
‘most of us have a Limited amount of invest- 
‘ment capital available and since most of us 
want 0 maximize the return on our i+ 
vested capital, here are some definitions 10 
use in your analysis. 


INITIAL INVESTMENT (or EARNEST 
MONEY): Most investments have some 
‘amount of money that must be put down to 
get started. Its purpose is to demonstrate 
Your true level of interest, In ham radio, 
thisamount is $5.95 whichis for the Novice 
test manual, This 4s the total amount of 
initial investment required and no further 
initial investment will ever be required. 


FIXED INVESTMENT: Unlike oliver in- 
‘vestments, only 20% of the total amount of 
money spent on ham radio is really “in- 
vested capital”, How can this be? This is 
because 80% on the money’ spent on ham 
ratio belongs in the Educational category. 


EDUCATIONAL ENHANCEMENT: 
80% of the money spent on ham radio gear, 
computers, manuals, classes, antennas, 
feedline and all other radio. products be- 
longs in this category. This is because as 
‘we no through life, we are constantly learn 
ing. learning, learning. Many people spend 
tens of thousands of dollurs on a college 
education and leave school with just a few 
books that will never be opened again 
Ham radia gives you more in that the edu- 
ationcomes with lots of things to play with 
afterward, 


DEPRECIATION: All ham gear has a 
very long life hecause we can all remember 
back when”, Thismeans thata person 
who gets started at age 10 will have a 70 
year depreciation (assuming he lives to age 
RO). To calculate your depreciation, wke 
the total amount OF your investment and 
divide it hy 79, 
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INVESTMENT RECAPTURE: This is 
the amount of money you collect from 
selling ham pearat swap mects orto friends. 
100% of this money should be applied to 
the Fixed Investment because the educa- 
tonal componest is obviously fully used 
up. 

Now lets work out an example so we can 
accurately calculate the“trmecost” of being 
involyed in bam radio. This example will 
assume an initial investment of zero be- 
cause the manual was borrowed. ‘The ham 
spetid a total of $10,000 to build the station. 
He also sold $4,000 of ham gear over the 
years. The net cost then is $10,000 less the 
$4,000 of Recaptured Investment leaving a 
net of $6,000. OF this amount, $4,800 is 
Educational so it can't be considered as a 
“cost 


So, our actual myestment in ham radio is 
really $6,000 times 20% = $1,200. We 
divide this amount by 70 years of active use 
and this gives us $1714 per year of Fixed 
Investment. This gives us a monthly total 
of under $1.50. 


Now you know why we don't smoke at our 
club meetings. We all pave up one pack a 
month to be able to afford our hobby.

Mobile Installations

Installing your VHF/UHF radio in your car 
can be quite an experience. It sounds easy 
enough, but there really is more to it than it 
Jooks. Sure you can throw it under your 
dash on a mobile mounting bracket with a 
couple of screws and use your cigarette 
adaptor for power and a mag mount an- 
tenna..... BUT, the question is: will you be 
able to transmit with a clear signal, i.c., 
without an alternator whine or some type of 
an engine noise? Well, read on and see 
what is really involved in installing your 
‘equipment properly and neatly under the 
dash and hood of our vehicle, 


This month, we will discuss how to install 
your dual-band or wi-band mobile radio, 
auvtenna, a8 antenna mount, and a duplexer 
or triplexer, An extemal speaker is op- 
tional, 


Here are the most popular types of amenna 
mounts: 


= MAG MOUNT - temporary: You 
can remove Your mag mount antenna 
from the car to another and mun the 
‘coax into the car thru the top of the car 
door. 


* TRUNK / HATCH LIP MOUNT - 
permanent: No holes are drilled. This 
mount is usually Ughtened down with 
an allen wrench, (Can be removed 
when you sell your vehicle.) 


= ROOF MOUNT- permanent: Yes,a 
hole MUST be drilled in your vehicle 
either on the roof or on the trunk, BUT 
your signal is transmitted much further 
since the metal of the car is a great 
ground plane. 


Now that you know which antenna mount 
‘you will need 10 accomplish your mission,
